A perso n who 
has had a healthy , happy child­ 
ho o d under the directio n o f wise 
parents with carefully supervised 
nu tritio n, who finds success in 
adult life is unlikely to drift into

On the o ther hand. even with 
the best and healthiest childho o d, 
a business r* verse, an unhappy 
lo ve affair, a scries o f unsuccess­ 
ful marriages, any o f the larger 
experiences in emo tio nal life can 
tu rn even a natu rally cheerful 
and healthy perso n into a bro o der

R. G. A.: 
What is meant by 
bilateral nerve deafness? W hat 
causes it and what can cure it in 
a y o ung perso n o f twenty -o ne? 
Answer; In general, there are 
two kinds o f deafness o ne, the 
co mmo n fo rm, that is due to a 
chro nic inflammatio n o f the mid­ 
dle ear. In this fo rm the nerve is 
intact, but the ear dru m is stiff. 
In ano ther fo rm the receiving o r­ 
gan (the laby rinth) is degener­ 
ated: this is called nerve deafness. 
Bilateral means that it is o n bo th 
sides. The cause o f bilateral nerve 
deafness may be either co ngenital 
o r it may be so me infectio us dis­ 
ease — scarlet 
fever, 
measles, 
mumps, diphtheria o r lues. Rare­ 
ly the nerve itself is the seat o f 
a tumo r.
